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© The troubleſome, yet moſt hardy and 


honourable voyage of Edward Glenham, Eſquire, 


made this laſt yeere, x 5.9 3, into the 
Leuant Seas, 


into theſernice on the Seas, J doubt not but is caſily coniec⸗ 

tured by all men, as wel ſuch as haue with peril made triall 

therof, as allo thoſe which neglect ſuch ſeruice as might ther⸗ 
by redound to their owne hono and their Countries god: where- 
of England harboureth to many, Dome there are which not onely 
refaſe the aduenturing their bodies and gods fo2 the benefit of their 
Country, butenuying to heare others that hans well deſerued, wel 
ſpoken of, raiſe to their diſgrace what ſcandals they may to impairs 
their credit, as tomy ſelle it is wel knowne, who lately arryuing in 
this my country, haue heardio many vniult repoꝛts ofs wos thy de⸗ 
ſeruing Gentleman, Pa. Edward Glenham Eſquire, that J am 
moutd inconfcience,(knowing þ truth ol each ſeueral accident hap- 
ning vnto him in his vopage) to certifie his friends, and to ſtop the 
raging mouthes of the malicious. J hope the wiſer ſozt when they 
ſhall read the ſame, will (notwithſtamding the malice and vntrus 
repozts of the enuious) gine the pꝛaiſe to them that haue wel deſer- 
ned: on which relying, A refer them to the diſcourſe following. 
Jn Febꝛuarp 15 9 3. the ſaid Ma. Edward Glenham, with his 
ſhipthe Gallion Conſtance, departed from London, well furniſhed 
with men, munition g victnals, taking his courſe foz Darkmoughe 
where the relt of his company was appointed tomeete. In which 
voyage, befoze his retouering the ſaid Pozt,many daungers happe⸗ 
ned him, as grounding two ſeuerall times, once at Graneſend, the 
other vpon the land called p Black⸗taile. Then on the Norcheade 
we loſt a newe Cable anckoz , and diuers times put in againe foz 
Quin boꝛow: from whence ſhoztlie after, accompanied with ths 
Tremocoutana of her Maieſties, the Lyons welpe, and other of 
Ma. Watſes fleet, we paſſed the Lands end, Where we ſpꝛong dur 
maine malt in ſuch maner,as we durſt not beare much ſayle on it. 
From Margaret where we anckozed, we ſet ſaile the next mozning 
being Tucſday,and on Thurſday 1 , were n

215 28 where we Aue diltried jr om the pues 
we ne park of our Pineſes companions as expecy 
commit; This affertioone, befoze meecoulde vetouer the 
mylt ptr {o anoyde vs as we could not finde the 
harbourgh : which cauſed our Gentral to man his long boate and 
Skyfe,and ſo with each of them a Trumpet, fent them ſeuerall 
wayes to finde the Lande. But as in diſtres God fendethcomfo2t, 
fo our friendes in Darkmouth, viz. Ma. Henry. Leawnore, Cap- 
taine of the Perigrerne, our reare Admirall, cauſed his boate to bee 
made dut to ſceke vs, with whom hee bzought a Pylot, and ſo that 
night we came in, c there remained vicualling. and pꝛouiding our 
-Pineſſes-fifteene daxes, in which time Ma. Stratford. Captaine ol 
the Tygare, who was appoynted ta beare vs campanr. came trum 
Plymouth, certifying our Generall how bis redines was ſuch; as 
hee one ly expected our comming : which made vs haſten the moze 
:foz Plymouth; where when we were ariued, wee founde no luch 
matter. his viguals, were vnchinped, and his men bnyꝛouided. 
There ſtayed we about nine dayes, and on the third of Apeil put to 
Seas, accompanied with theſe 4. ſhyps, the Gallyon, the Tygare, 
the Perigreene and the Charles, all well fitted ſoz ſuch a voyage. 
This night the wind was ſo contrary and the tempeſt ſo great, (hat 
wee were feꝛted to put in againe ſoꝛ Cavyſoune Bap, where wee 
rid foure dapes, whente we wayed againe, and put mat Cadwater 
at Plymouth; 

On the ninthof Apzill, we haled againe into the Sownde,from 
whence that night wee ſet ſaile, and by confrary winds; were the 
next day enfozced to put againe foꝛ Cawſounc Bap, where ive ridde 
till Thurſday following, being Maundy Thurſday, thence;by ſhyf- 
ting of the winde were we fozced to put in againe vnder the Jland 
of Plimouth, Tueſday in Caſter weeke, being the 17. of Apꝛill, 
with an eaſte gale of winde we once moze put to ſeas, where im like 
manner we were anoyed with outragious tempeſt, which weeen-s 
dured two nights and two dapes, beating vp and downe as lothe to 
put againe into harbourgh. The thirde day, in the midſt of thys 
oꝛme fell a greenous fogge, in which we loſt the Tygare and the 
Perigreenc, the next mozning, hauing a ſmall cleere, wee had ſight 
of the Charles, who came vp with vs, but was not able to endure 


the ſen although they did all celebs hee emtureincbentsd, 
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but the. Admirall beate it out, in ſaeb manner that Capta ine S̃trat- 
lord and the reſt com not e perſum ded of our welfare, but that we 
were taſt away on the Gulfe,as be bivuſelfe tonfeſſed to gur Gens⸗ 
rall at their meeting at SanRi Cruſe ; But by the permiſſion of 
Godeſcaped we theſe perrils.andonthe firſt of pay bad ght of the 
. Nozthen Capezhauing ſo much winde as we could maintaine our 


' courſes: from thence we plyed foꝛ the Bur lings, whether our Fleet 


pad directions to mete vs, where our Shallop toske a! Caruiti, la⸗ 
den with pype boꝛdes and hopes, That night in a greuious ſtoꝛme 
wee loſt the Caruill, and one of our men in her, which put into Phe- 
neche and is numcome home. Continuing beere abonts, we tooke 
diuers Caruils, with 8th and ſach other txaſh; which, dos turned off 
dagaine. Meere had we ſight af 14, ſaples alls zittaaWhieb wee 
gaue chace vnto, ſtanding in with the rocks : which Pants, had our 
Flckte beene with vs wee had eaſilis taken, but being na moze but 

one ſhip, the ods to great we let them paſſe, CEighteene dapes did 
- we. ply heere, in hope oł our Fleete-Which we heard not ot. : -._. 

.. From hence we went fon the entb Cane inhere in fabt ofthe 
King of Spa vnes men of warre c Wwhichwere twenty two ſaples, 
wer met thꝛee Flemings, ha comming abozde ug, he wed they 
Paſſes, who: fo2 they were Subie des to the Denmarke King , the 


-Gendrallfeaſted with r hes had, and without taking, 
oz (uffering any one of his to take fram them any manera thing, 
lycenſed them to depart: foꝛ which curteſie, the Maſten ol one ot 


them pꝛeſente d him with a hasket of Dzenges and Lemons, and 
one ſmall Buttaſſo of Mine foz his owne dyet. After the parting 
with theſe Flemings; ſeeing the Fleete to nere vs and to ſfande 
with vs, wee left the Cape, and plped fo2 the Matheroule , Where 
we came beloꝛe the Lone in the midſt of the dax, and ſa ing Roa ⸗ 
ders within, hoping they were Bꝛazill o2 Indies men, home 02 
outward bound, manned our Shallop, which befoze ſhee could re⸗ 
couer the roade was chaced by a Galliot, mannedof purpoſe. to in⸗ 
fercept ber: which wee eſpying; foode with the ye and thot at 
ber, andſo;reſkeued our Shallop. That mige fircs-wwere made 
All ouer the Nand to gyue warning of our being on the Coaſt, pet 
that diſmaid vs not, but that night our ſhallop entred a road one the 
Nozth ſide of the Jle,of purpoſe to boꝛde a roader there, but the Ca⸗ 
file eſpying them, ſhot at her, & enfoꝛced hex return Este gaffat

4 Thus crofſed with many contracy loꝛtunes, ttb khence we plyed 
"fo2 Cape Cateene. io ſivke our fleet, and not finding them, we went 


fo; Sancta Cruſe, where we found many Englith ſhips , whom al⸗ 
ter the ſea maner, with ſtoze of Oꝛdinance we ſaluted, and were of 
ther welcome with much ſhewof good will, Two dayes folow- 
two of our men being dnHoze, were impꝛiſoned fo2 no cauſe, 


dla pꝛetended quarell pickt of purpoſt, to dꝛaw ſome. copne ont of 
the Generals purſe. The offence obiected, was fo; a hot that fell 


on ſhoze at our comming in, which ſhotte did no maner of harme. 
This vnkindnes of the P@zes, the Generall tooke in ſuch ill part, 
that he powedif they were not befo2e night relealed, he would land 
his company,atid fetth them perfozce, But in the ende, thꝛough the 
meanes of the Merchants, which rode vuto the Alcayd foz þ fame 
purpole, theꝝ were releaſed, . 


- Jan this harbourgh wee refreſhed our men with ſuch viduals as 


the country peeldeth, ſo that dur ſick and crazed men becam frolick 
and luſtie. After ſome ſixe dayes tay heere, we ſet ſaple, and conti- 
nued that night: and the next day about noone , diſcryedcamming 
about the Cape the ſayles, who foz wee could not fetch aut Gene⸗ 
rall, manned his Shallop with 20. tal men, to giue him notite what 
they were: who rowing vp to them, made them loz the Tygar, the 
Elizabeth of Plymouth, and a pzize of wheat, Dur ſhallopchming 
til with them, was as they neered the ſhips knowne, which fight 
reuiued them all, eſpecially Captaine Stratford, who on the repozt 
of cur Generals good health reioyted much thereat, foz that as vou 
bane beard he held him fo2 dead: and commanded his flagge to bee 
taken from his maine top, and placed in his foze top. Then enqui- 
red he ol our Generals eſtate, whereofbeing aduertiſed, hee gaue 
fo euerꝑ man a pyſtolet, and returned them to the Generall : who 
was as much pleaſed to heare tydings of Maſter Stratford, as one 
friend may be fo2 another, as their ſeuerall ioyes might witneſle at 
their meeting, Thys night they ſupped and lay together abozd the 
Avmurall,and the mozrow as the wind ſerued, we went in agains 
with him, where after ſome ſmall ſtax, the Generall and he confer- 
ring er fo2 the benefit of the voyage, it was cdeluded the Ad⸗ 
mirall ſhould goe to Sea, holding it better that ſhe ſpend her vidu⸗ 
als where hope of doing good was expeced, then in bharbourgh to 
conſume it to no purpoſe,

| This determined, (Captaine Stratford albeiflone of his friende 
| _ canfedhimplay loch to depart) made abozde. Our anckozs wayde, 
and aur ſapies ready to be let fall, a ſhallop came from the ſhoze in 
ha@t,wbich bzought wozd of the Charles, who not thꝛe daies be- 
foze was gone from the Saffeca, where. the watred . This meſſen⸗ 
ger bzought newes by w2iting, that ſher bad taken two p2izes, la- 
den with Mine and Pyle, and being fo neere chaſed by the ©pa-: 
nich fieete, was compelled to take in ber men and to caſt them off, 
Thpeſe newes of their ſafety pleaſed our Oenerall, who with Cap- 
»* taine Stratford left directions; that i the Charles came againe into 
an et thoſe Pozts, he ſhould not depart bis company vntitl he met 
the Admirall , who bad appointed to ſeeke him at certaine places 
betweens them agreed vpon. 
The time which tarieth no man paſſing away, after leaue taken 
onallfides,friend with friende,and a ringing peale of Dzdinaunce 
| gtnen, wofetfayleanddeparted; being accompanied with the Eu- 
jabethof mouth ann one other ſmall Barke late of Landon, cal- 
led the Examiner. After wer had ſpent ſome thzre werkes at Sea, 
we had ſight of a ſayle, a very tall ſhip, vnto whom we gane chace, 
Ge ſtarving with ns. This hyp cur cõnanꝝ made fo2 an Engliſh 
mam until ſhe came wit hin ſhot of va, un whoſe falle ſurmiſes, wee 
were vnfitted. Zbys ſhypall night we.chaced hard, but coulde not 
ahtatne ber, foz which diſgrace theGenerall growing into choller 
with dis company, might not be paciſied a long time. This byp 
to the other ſmalt yyps, was knowne to be the Creſcent of Saint 
Ntattowes, and-as we afterheavd, was pꝛeſt in Spaine foz carry- 
ing the kings money to Malta, and other his holds in the ſtraights, 
After this unhappy chaunce, we tohe a Caruill, who gane vs no⸗ 
tico of a Frygat bound inta the traights, wich copne fo; the Pope 
 aribothers, with whom the Generall had great deſire to meet, and 
thereupon determined tau put into the Straights with the next ſaire 
wind: to lieldz ber in the Macke neere Cape . Paule Mayorcke 
ee fyrmemura. and inch places as he muſtneeds paſſe. Whereon re- 
ſolued, and the wind leruing them, they put in, and beeing in the 
night as hie as Sutic, a ſtrang Leuam metvs, and enfozced vs to 
put eat again. Au plymg nerre the manthot tha Straight, wee

fowed, but could not haue uotite o anything, where plymgfronf! 
Ile to:Jvvoſhglothini/our. men uud utHyrmerocida}as they! 
riunge! ,forno by-chamice the giti of a Derriit; wheres 
in they had many toyes; as:Bowes,arrgwes,and diners/tryfles;: 
which they bꝛought with them to chewe vs. The time which tar⸗ 
rieth not conſumung/ and withthe time our victnals, and hauing all 
this time reteiued no beneñitimre df dur trauaile, it was 
concluded by tho whole-compiny'togoe fo Argeere, to ſorke reise 
foz viduals: where in choꝛt time alter, vy the ſauour of God lending 
vs winde aunſwerable to dur wills, wee arriued. And ok the 
Ring and chieleſt in authoꝛity, had entertainment in the beſt man⸗ 
ner. To ſhew the Generalt what extravzdinary-fauour theꝝ conid, 
the Ning came aboꝛde to ſe our hyp, ſoʒ whom the General ao⸗ 
nided a ſumpllous banquet;foz which he would not Kay,but taking. 
a (mall repaſt of ſuch confections as the Generall bꝛought foz bys 
ſtoꝛe to Sea, he departed: at whoſe going, the Generail pzeſented 
him With a Cup of ſilver! double [gyit; a fapze quilt. of Wamagke, 
wilh his Armes embzodert u anda: purſe ritchiy wꝛonght, with 
e eee þe-thankfully accepted, rendzing 


great 
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great thanks foz bis gifts and cheere. During our fave there, wee 
had what pleaſed vs, without any empeachment oz contradiction of 
any man, with ſuch ſhow of lone and fancur,as might baue dzaw/ 
en the moſt ditruſtfullminde to haue beleeued all bis deedes to bee 
faithfull.But as the alluring Crokidell, vttereth ber ſweete notes 
to entrap the ſimple belening man ſo Sy2en like vſed this heathen © 
Iaing(nay cur Jmayſay) bis kindneſſe to no other ende, but fo al- 
lure the Generall to returns fo his Pozt with ſuch pꝛizes as hee 
ſhould get: to the ende bee might at his pleaſure, wozke bis inten⸗ 
ded miſchiefe againſt him, and cauſe him pay with intereſt foz 
bis fained curteſie , as you ſhall heereaſter vnderſtand. Fyalt he 
religued our viduals, as wee coulde wiſhe, and fo none gaue moze 
friendlie entertaynement then vnto vs all, and at the Generals de- 
parture, gaue him vnder his hand and ſeale of authezitp, free ltber- 
ty to (ell, exchaunge,carry ouer,and recarry at his pleaſure, all ſuch 
goods as bee 02 any of his, ſhould bzing foz his Pozt, without any 
manner of let oz diſturbance. 

With this aſurance,tbe Generall beld bimſelfe very well plea⸗ 
ſed,as one glad to haue ſome place of refuge, where ſomany daun 
gers are incident to our ation what chaunce ſecuer ſhould betide 
bim. And gining credite to him whoſe fatyh and þencur'is no moze 
to be regarded then a dog, hauing the winde fayze,the 18. of Sep- 
tember. wee ſetſaylefrom thence. Now the night befoze the Admi⸗ 
rall wayed,our rcare.Admirall beeing looſe,and thinking wee all 
would hang wayed, made ſayie-and turned out, and not able the 
winde beeing ſuch to recoucr the roade, plyed vp and downe befoze 
the harbourgberpecting our comming, who in the mozning wayed 
and came out. But ſcarce were we cleere of ſhot from the Towne, 
when we might perteaue our tonſoꝛt, in fight with a french ſhip, to 
whome all the mozning he had giuen chace, which ſhip was bounde 
in fo2 the Poꝛte, and diſcharged ſhot fo2 ſhot to our Pyncſle, carry⸗ 
ing bis flag in his top, as offering defiance: which the Generall ſe⸗ 
ing not knowing what ſhe was, and refuſing to ſtrike vpon bis 
ſmonce,aſter the oꝛder of the ſeas,cauſed his gunner,to make a ſhot 
at her, which ſhe regarded not, but hauing the winde fa pꝛe, paſſed in 
foz her Poꝛt, which eaſilie ſhee retouered, without any harme at al. 
The French Leagure there, who vſurpeth the title of conſull fog 
the King, from the top of his 2 diſcried what had * 
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10 
and as euer they baue beene moztall enemies to our nation,ffema- 
king to ſee our Generall ſo graced by all ſuch as bare any anthozi- 
tie in the Citty, pꝛetending to wozke our Generall and his com- 
, pany ſome miſchiefe, came raging to the Ring, exclaiming in moſt 
vile maner (accoꝛding to their diſpightful nature) againſt vs: and 
craued tobe reucnged on ſuch Engliſhmen as were there. 5 

Dn whole complaint, and by the ſaydg.Conſuls large purchaſe 
with copne, the King and bis accurſed accomplices, as willing to 
offer w2ong, (notwithſtanding his paſſed woꝛzds, oz the league bes 
tweene her Maieſtie and the high Cmperour continued, ) ſent pꝛe⸗ 
ſently his Officers abozda Ship in the harbourgh,and taking ſome 
of ber company, impꝛiſoned them in the Bapniard: holding them 
in durante foz no offence, yet in the end they reconered their liber- 
tie. But to our voyage,after thzee dapes putting from Argere, we 
came to Mayorke, where our Boates gaue chace fo two Frygots, 
and. loſt them by reaſon of the Block-houſes who ſhot both at our 
Boates and Shyps, 

The twenty foure of this Ponth a greeuous ſozme agailed bs, 
in which ſtoꝛme wer loft though their owne wilfalnes , our cony 
ſozts, In the mozning after they parted with vs, the winde blows 
ing ſo much as wee could ſtand vnder our courſes, wee eſpyed a 
ſaple and gaue her chace 2 but by reaſon of the ontragiouſneſſe of 
the Seas which were ſo growne, wee loſt her. The fourth of Oc⸗ 
tober another ſtoꝛme oppꝛeſſed vs, which wee well paſed thankes 
be to God. The eleuenth of thys Month, in the firſt watch, our 
Maiſter bering on the Poope, eſpped a moſt wonderful and ſtrange 
ſight: foʒ looking very earneſtiy vppon ſome occaſion a heade the 
Sbyppe, there appeared inthe Sea an ougly fozme, tumbling ſti 
with the ſhyppe : and diucrs times it appeared in the likeneſſe of 
great flames of fire. The Paiſter being greatly amazed thereat, 
and thinking hymſelfe might bee deluded, hee p;cſcntiycalicd one 
of his Mates, and likewiſe diuers of the watch , who hecdfullis 
viewed the ſame to they2 great terroz : who the neerer that it aps 
pzoched vnto the ſhyppe, the bigger and moze ouglie-it ſeemed to 
be. In the ende, when it was oppoſite with the after quarter of 
the ſbyppe, it fozthwith burſt in ſunder like a great flame of fpꝛe 
which parteth in the midds, and lo without dooing any manner of 
nnn God — | "Th 
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The ſeanenteenth of this Ponth comming abont Cape degat, 
we deſtried a great ſayle,vnto whom all that afternoone wee gaue 
chace, and about the tyme of the diſcharging of dur firſt watch, cõ⸗ 
ming neere vnto the Pozt of Carthagene, hee lacked his ſayle,and 
we tame vp with her bzoad ſide. Zbys pollicy they vſed ſuſpecting 
vs to be men of warre: wherein they were not deceiued, although 
their pollicie by the good fozeſight of our Generall was pꝛeuented, 
who flacked they? ſayles of purpoſe, thinking we would begin with 
them beeing ſo neere Carthegene, from whence they might haue 
apde of the Gallies there. But the Generall bythe good aduiſe 
and carefall wozking of our Maiſter, got betweene the ſhoze and 
hym, and compelled him to beare roome in the Seas. We conti⸗ 
nued our chate vntill about nine of the clocke, when we came with 
his bꝛoade ſide and hayled him; who auuſwered cur Generals de⸗ 
maund very mildly, yet refuſed to come abozde : whereuppon tho 
Generall, fo2 that the Commaunder by his apparrell ſeemed to bee 
ſome Caualiere, called fo2 a goblet of Wine, and after hee had ca- 
rouſed vnto him, heaued the peece ouer⸗bozde: and ſo waning him 
with his Rapyere to Lee warde, our Trumpets ſounded a charge, 
and our Oꝛdinante and ſmall ſhot played on them in ſuch manner 
as warmed them all well, Which charge was aunſweted by hys 
noyſe of Trumpets, and after with a Dꝛum and Fife, very vali⸗ 
antly. Motel continued the fight nine howꝛes, in all which tyme 
we had but one man hurt, and that without danger, 

The night growing on, and our Oꝛdinaunce haning made vs 
ſuch way, as eaſter entrance conlde not haue beene deuiſed, our 
Ceneraſl commaunded a boꝛde. But our men, who had ſhewed 
themſelues that day wonderfull valiant and couragious, being 
nowe very weary with theyz long and tedious fight , and hauing 
no winde, earneſtly beſought the Generall that bee woulde ſpare 

them vntill the night were moze onward, and the Moone ryſen, 
in which tyme they themſelucs ſhould be well eaſed andrefreſhed, 
and then they would be ready toaccompliſh whathe commaunded. 
Jn the meane while they would bee carefull and diligent tokeepe 
bym from the ſhoze, that by no meanes hee might get opoztunitie 
to eſcape from them. Heereunto the Generall agreed, and it was 
fully reſolued on that they ſhould reſt and refreſh themſelues, vn- 
till ſuch „. ES 
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- But in vnhappy time ſpared they bum, who would not haue loſt 
ſuch oppoztunitte had hee enioped the like, but haue taken the avs 
nantage, eſpecially at Sea, where dangers are infinite, as appea⸗ 
red by this euent : fo2 the Generall hauing called the company vp, 
after be had giuen directions foz the ſaſegard of his men, entring in 
the night, as he was determined to goe aboꝛzde, wee deſcricd from 
foure lights, which were the Gallpes of Carchagene, who hearing 
the fight at the ſhoze,came ont, and comming firſt with him as it 
was moſt likeſome his requeſt, left vs after they had ſhot two oz 
thze ſhootes,and towcd in this gallant, do wee left him, to the 
great griefe of the Generall, not knowing what be was oz ſhoulve 
be, vntili our laſt arrinall at Argere, when the Admirall came in 
with bis Gallyes, who bzought with him ſeauen captines , taken 
from Carthagene, and were all inthe Towne when thce came in. 
Theſes men repoꝛted her to be a Byskene , fraughted by the Go- 
ueruonr.of Malta, and that be was in herhimſelfe, with manie o⸗ 
ther Caualeres, bound home vppon fpeciall commannde from the 
young Ring: and were in great hazard of ſincking, had not p Gal- 


lies come foz their reſkew. Cwentꝝ eight men he had flayne , and 


there buried, and 15. durt: and receiued vader water in her after 
moſt quarter, fine ſhot, and in hex bow, two. | 
The next daꝝ we deſcried thzee fayles moze,+ gane themchace, 
and in the night came vp with one of them, which was deuided fr5 
the reſf,+ was a ſhyp belonging to Ma. Iohn Facie of Plymonth, 
bound fog Tellone, who kept vs company that night. and the next 


mo2ning came abozd the Generall, where he dined, and bighly cons 


tented the Gcnerall with the godnewes & ſucceſſe of sur conſozts, 
viz. our vize Admirall, the Tygar and the Perigrene,reare Admi⸗ 
rall vnto vs. This Ma. Facye hauing his fraught of Newe-lande 
liche, and qur victuals waxing ſcant, the Goncrnour had of him 5 00, 
foz his mony : who ſeeing aur diſtres of victuals ; gaue the Genc⸗ 
ral of his owne good will, the hogſhends of byſkot, which was 
moze then hee might well ſpare. This night hs likewiſe kept vs 
company, and in the mozning parted, Not long after this our par⸗ 
ting with a. Facye, our company wearied with their hard fare, 
deſtred to be at home, hauing no remedy left to relteue vs. The Ge- 
nerall,greeuing to returne without doing ſome good to releeue vs, 
Foz whom his care was moze then foz himſelfe , though bis = 
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the charge. Befo2e any thing was reſolutely. determined what to 
doe, we diſcried a ſaple, and gaue her chace, and in leſſe then halfe a 
dap tame vp with her, whom we founde to be a Fly⸗bote of Aucu- 
ſane. This Fly-boate the Generall was vnwilling to deale with, 
which made his company the moze earneſt to deſire the ſight of 
their Country: which earneſt deſire of theirs, bee (ought with all 
perſwaſions of hope fo appeaſe, But they impozted him with ſuch 
woꝛds of content, ſo their victuals might be releeued, as the Gene⸗ 
rall could finde no fault with their reaſonable requeſt. Our viau⸗ 
als being tho2t,and that not of the beſt,fo2 our Pozke was all rot- 
ten, our Peaſc and Dte-meale moldie and ful of wozmes,our bꝛead 
ſpent, and our fiſhe in ſuch ſtate, that the wozſt boy had rather beg 
aſhoꝛe foz better, then cate the beſt there. 

Theſe things conſidered, the Generall ſent foz the MPailter of 
the Fly-boate, who came from Genoway, and had nothing but ba⸗ 
laſt abo2de, with this Fleming the Generall had great conference, 
acquainted him with his eſtate, and the companies great want: 
Which albeit bee did hardly beleeue at the firſt, pet when her had 
ſcene our hold, and that his eyes were witnes to the Genrrals re⸗ 
pozt, tendzing our eſtates, hee made offer to him of his Fly-boate 
and ſuch vicuals as he had, if hee coulde haue mony fo2 her in anie 
place within the Straights, to ſupply bis decayed ſtoze, ard him⸗ 
ſelfe g his company to take ſuch part as our Gencrall did. Beerc 
vpon the Maſter 4 ſome others came aboꝛd of vs , and fome ef our 
people went into her, ſharing their victuals betweene vs, Which 
greatly rel&eued our men,andcauſed great content, Our viduais 
thus relened,the Generall vnwilling to put info the haxbotiteh, as 
loth to loſe the company of the Shyppe from Genoway, bounde fo2 
pꝛeſent to the Ring. as J haue already declared , plped agaitiefo2 
Mayorke; where the firſt night we arriued, we cſpped cemming as 
bout the Land a menſtrous huge ſapie, which bare all ſhee might 
in with the Roade, with whom we ſtood, hoping to bee her which 
we expeded: and befoze the firſt watch was expired, came vp ith 
her, ſtanding in fo2 the Road as ſhe did, audſddainly witheut any 
wozd ſpeaking, o2 any perce giuing, lapde ber abode, diſcharging 
our bpper tpere in her bꝛoade ide, and cur men ready totnter, had 
our chaynes full: and ſuddainly as one man was abc2d, and many 
"_ like to haue beene, the Shyp, whether by the willing oꝛ vn⸗

witting conſent of ſome man of 2 in the ſhip,ſhered of, and 


left one man abozd: and with falling of and diſcharging a Cannon, 


our Coꝛpoꝛall was ſlaine ſtanding by the Generall, our Boatfone 
with the ſplenter of a quarter ſtroken on the ſtomack & ſoze bʒuſed. 
The Generall himſelfe receiued a hurt in his thigh. Thpys caſuall 
foztune vered the Generall mightily. In the ende, the ſeas grow ⸗ 
ing, and a great wind, ſhe being a laden Shyp of a 1000, tunnes, 
bare her top ſayles all weathers, when wee were fo2ced to ſtryke 
urs, pet we gave her chace vntill we bzcught her within ſhot ol 
the Caſtel at Fyrmentura, putting her byher deſired harbourgh of 
Mayorke, and had beene Maiſters of her if the ſhyps had continu- 
ed together. Folly it was to recount her wealth fo; that the remem ⸗ 
b:ance thereof is moze grieuous: but by a Genoway it was to Ma. 


Hunt repoztedin Argere, that the was wozth inready mon two 


bundzed thouſand pounds and in goods aboue thirty thouſand. 

Chys loſſe receined, the wind increaſing, and the ſeas growing 
to à mighty ſtoꝛme, we were enfozced to ſeeke ſome harbonrgh : 
which by great good hap (hauing no Pylot foz the place) we found 
vnder Fyrmentura, where wee came to ancko2 That night, the 
Pailer of the Fly-boate, the Captaine and others came abozde, 
and viewed our ſpoyle : where it was agreed, that the next moꝛ⸗ 
ning the Generall ſhoulde make choyſe of ſuch men as hee might 
beſt ſpare and goe himſelfe foz Argere: and the Admirall ſhoulde 
ap out and ſpend her vicuals, to ſee if any better hap might be⸗ 

_ and againſt ber comming in, to haue vicuals purnayed 
03 her. 

But GOD which alterethand diſpoſeth the determinations of 
men as hee beſt pleaſcth, cauſed a mighty ſtoꝛme to ariſe : which 
raged in ſuch tempeſfious manner that our Cable bzoke, and wee 
loſt a Cable and Anckoz. The winde of the ſhoze dꝛaue to the ſea- 
ward, the Fly-boate ryding till, wee halled with a hullock ol our 
foze-ſayle cloſe abode the Choze, and found better roade , and there 
againe anckozed. But after that teme wee neuer ſawe the Fly- 
boate againe vntill wee came foz Argere. After wee had ſtaied out 


fo long as wee myght foz want of victuals , and thys loſſe which 


pon haue beard receiued, withinfcure daycs after we tooke a Oats 
tiaof Tcllone, bound to Iuiſie to lade ſalt : whoſe Merchants con- 


tenen to the — they had 4000. crounes in ready money 
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abozde, and although our want of all thinges at that time was as 


great as any men on ſeas might haue, yet did our Generall make 
them the beſt checre hee coulde, and without ſuffering any man to 


enter them oz to take one penny oz penny-wozth from them, hee 


diſcharged them. Such was his dilligent care to pꝛeſerue the ho⸗ 


nour of his Country with all our friends. Theſe Frenchmen, ſee⸗ 


ing likewiſe our want, pꝛeſented him with two hundzed of bꝛeade, 
two baskets of Apples, and two Tapnets of figges, and ſo depar⸗ 
ted. | 

Thee dayes after they2 departure earelp in the mozning wee 
deſcried a great ſayle, and gaue her chace, and about two a clocke 
came vp with her. Tbys ſaple was the Salomon of London, 
which came from New-found Lande laden with fiſhe, whoſe Mat⸗ 
ſter and company cams abozde of vs. Theyꝛ Paiſter was of the 
Generall well entertayned. Df them our Generall bought ſire 
hundzed of theyz fiſhe, gyning them ready money fo2 the ſame. o 
they departed foz Tellone, which was their Pozt, and wee to ſeeke 
our foztune. . | 4 

Dur victuals of bꝛead growing ſcant, and hearing no newes ol 
our Fly-boate, which diſcomfozted vs all, though it was mot diſs 
pleaſing to the Generall, who on the repozts of the men of T'cllone 
determined to haue gone thether , if ſhe had beene with vs, and ſo 
ſtill reſted mindfnll to doe if we met ber againe: and by the Salo- 
mon:w2ote to Pailter Facye then there, to ſtay him th2& hundzcd 
of Fiſh foz his victuals, paying as the Country payd foz the ſame, 
But our euill foztane was ſuch that we ſaw her not, till we put foz 
Argere, where we found her and our other two conſozts, namelie, 
the Clizabcth of Plymouth, and the Craminer, whom the Turkes 
fo: the hoot at our going out had pyledged tn moſt pittious and de⸗ 
ſpightſv! manner. viz. The Examiner, looſing vs as you haue 
already heard, with the other Pineſſes continued at ſeas in ſearch 
of vs vntill her vicnais were ſpent, when in hope to meet our Ad⸗ 
mirall, ſhee put foz Argere, where ſhe lay becalmedone whole day 
and a night befoze the harbourgh. To whom at laſt in ſhowe of 
friendſhip and good will, there came a Frygat and towed her in, 
which gaue the company cauſe of no miſtruſt at all, neyther dyd 
they thinke that they ſhoutd haue been ſo cruelly dealt withall there 
as after ward they were, | | 
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Ma. Hunt by whome we might vnde rſtand any newes, ol the 
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But no ſooner tame they to anckour,e their ſayies ſur deld, but 
the Almayne ſearcher foz the Ringe, came abozde them, and with 
mol? diſpiteful wozds in moſt vile manner entreated the company: 
toke all they had, and impzifoned their men, Not long after the Cli- 
zabeth coming in, was ſo ſerued but tho Captain having moze ſtoze 
of coyne then the other, with bꝛibing the dogs bad favour in ſome 
better maner. The next that came'in ſight of the Towne was our 
Fly-boat,who likewiſe was becalmed vnto whocame a Galp and 
a Frygat, offering them great friendſhip, and to tow them in, which 
our men being glad ot, bzought them two newe hauſicrs abo2de, 
which they had no ſoouer poſſeſſion of, but the Galley rowed awap 
with that they had, and they hardly recouered the other. Theſe fo: 
villany which they howꝛely pꝛadiiſe, excee de thoſe dogs, which ſeeke 
no pther at any Chʒiſtians handes but their ruines, as ſhall moze 
appeare by their indirect dealiugs Which they vſed both to the Ge⸗ 
neral, and dis company. 1. 5 
But to the matter, the Fly-boate hauing ſhoztly after a ſmall 
gale of wind, bare in foz the harbourgh, nothing ſuſpecting the trea- 
cherie pꝛetented againſt them: But in very vnhappy time ari⸗ 
ued they there, foꝛ thys curre, which awayted their comming,omi{- 
ting no time came aboꝛde them, nayled their hatches, ryfled 
companyes cheſtes, and what he beſt liked both of victuals Egods 
that tooke he with him, diſpolſeſſing them of the ſhip, & placed th 
in the Examiner, whoſe company with the Captaine and owner pe 
had impziſoned, To mitigate any thing what this dog had deter⸗ 


*Mined,no cntreaty might ſerue,but there they muſt abide the plea- 


ſure ot him, that at his pleaſure in that place wozketh all thinges, 
Now fir the laſt that was to play his parte in this Pagent,was the 
Generall and his company, whoſe victuals decreaſing muſt bee re- 
leeued oꝛ elſe we muſt all periſh in the ſea, becing perſwaded that 
the Flyboate was gone fo2 Argere,beare with the ſame as winde 
and wether would give leave , and by the permiſſion of God re⸗ 
couered the Pozte,no ſooner came we into the poynt of Montifyzer, 
and that wee dzewe neere the barbourgh, but this Caniball (Al- 
mayne)came in his Guidelow, accompanied with Pa. Thomas 
Hunt, to our ſhippes ſide, where he talked with the Generall, but 
might not be entreated to enter the ſhippe,neither would hee ſuffer 
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of our men and ſhyps : but Captaine Lowe bozrowed the Marri⸗ 
ners boate, and in deſpight of who gainſayed them, came out vnto 
vs, and to the Generall declared the whole manner of their dea⸗ 
lings. Heereupon, the Generali mooued with choller at their vil- 
lanie, with all the ſpeede hee could followed the Almaine, and pze- 
ſently went to the King, demaunding the cauſe of his ſo vile dea- 
ling with his company 2 Who as he is by nature baſe and vnhallo⸗ 
wed, as fozſaken of Chꝛiſt and ſhut out from his glozy, ſo ſubtillie 
\myling on the Generall, gaue him good ſpeeches , and muzed af 
his choller, ſaying, that hee wondzed to heare him ſpeake ſo raſhe 
and bnavuiſedly to him, beeing in ſo great-authozity. After ſome 
time of parleybut to no purpoſe, the Generall ſeeing he could haue 
no aunſwere of his buſines to his content, departed in fury with- 
out bydding him farewell, leauing hym to the deuill whom they 
ſerued. 

The next day, woꝛd was ſent the Generall, by an Engliſhman 
turned Turke, in ſome fauour with the King, that the Almaine by 
the kings commannd would haue our ſayles aſhoꝛe. Uppon the 
hearing heercof, the Generall commaunded his companies that 
were aſhoze to repapꝛe abozd, whether alſo he bimſelfe came, com⸗ 
maunding his Shippe to be pꝛouided, his Nettings laced, and his 
D2dinance all out, reſolutely determined to ſinck there, if no other 
remedy were, befoze hee woulde be diſpoſeſt of his ſhyp oz ſayles. 
Not long after the Generals comming abozde , the King ſent the 
Boatſwaine of his Gally foz our ſayles . Whom the Generall in 
perſon aunſwered he ſhould not haue: neither woulde hee bzooke 
ſuch diſgrace at his hands, to be diſpoſeſt of any thing in his poſſeſs 
fion, but would abide the hazardof what might happen, Thys re- 
ſolate anſwer of the General fired the dogge , who was alreadie 
bent to pzoſecute what cruelty he could; whopzeſently ſent fo2 Ma. 
Hunt, and deliuered ſome ſuch ſpeeches vnto him, as foz our Ge- 
nerals better ſafety hee came abozde, and fo perſwaded the Gene⸗ 
rall, that be was content foz their ſecurity that were aſhoꝛe, to de- 
liner our maine courſe and foze courſe : where with they were con- 
tent, and the raging king and his confederate , gan to offer moze 
fauour, Jnſomuch that a compoſition was offered, both foz releaſe 
of our Countrimen in pzyſon, and the Flemings , which wers 
likewiſe in durance.

But his demaund being without reaſon, the Generall refuſed 
the offer, and made complaynt vnto the Gawe, which is the chiefe 
of the Court of Janizaries, and bath authozity aboue the Ring, to 
refo2me all matters: who pꝛomiſed him redzeſſe, But as burres 
enclined they together, foz the Gawe being b2ybed with gyfts from 
the Bing, delayed the Genecall from time to time. Pet in the end 
the Flyboate was releaſed,4 our men paying their raunſoms freed 
thꝛough their owne liberalitie. But as it commonly falleth out, 
that one miſchaunte comes not without another in the necke there⸗ 
of, ſo marke how it happened. While our men remained there in 
durance, one ofthe French Lygers chiefeſt men entred the: Bays 
niard where they were, and began in moſt opꝛobꝛious wozdes to 
abuſe the name of our moſt gracious ſoueraigne Lady, whoſe-hos 
nour euerꝑ ſubiect is bounde in duty to maintaine : which ſpeeches 
were then aunſwered as far as the liberty of pꝛiſoners would per⸗ 
mit, and not foꝛgotten being at liberty. Afterwards, two of our 
men walking the ſtreetes, chaunced to meete this French man, 
and others with him, and remembꝛing his wozds, not able longer : 
to fozbeare him, they began foz want of other weapons, to beate 
him with their fiſtes : ſo that by part-taking on each fide, manie 
dzp blowes were dealt amongſt them, and the Frenepwens [aces 
collou:cd all ouer with their owne blood. 

Thys conflict comming with great complaints to the cares of 
the Conſull, who wayted a time of quarreli to be had againſt our 
men, went p:eſentiy to the King with his complaint, who ſent fo2 
dur Generall, and on him obiected the cauſe of this quarrill,wheres 
with he was nothing acquainted, neither had hee beardany-thing 
of the matter. The Generall being then by one of his followers 
aduertiſedof the trueth, and whercupen the quarrell grewe, made 
aunſwere, (being bound thereto by dutie,) that if the quarrel were 
ſuch as it was repozted, he would kill him with his owne handes, 
that ſhould not offer with his life to maintame the honour of hys 
Piſtres, whoſe match the wozld affo;ded not: with other wozdes 
in diſgrace of the French Conſull, who being indebted to the Ge 
neral a 1000, Dubles, the General releaſed him foz 300. aſſigning 
bim to pay the ſame to a victualler of the towne , unto whom bee 
gaue his biil ſo to doe, and afterwards denied his owne hand w2y- 
ting, Which diſhoneſt part _ ihe Generall obieced it vnto him, 


he 
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him, he offered his handkercher to his face. Mhereat the Generall 
beeing mwued, ſtrooke him ouer the face with his fiſte, and craued 
of the Bing, (as he was a Souldioꝛ and in place of iuſtice,) to grant 
him the Combat againſt him, that maintained the ſpeeches of his 
Countriman to his ꝛinces diſhono2, But the King who had re⸗ 
ceinedand felt the lweetnes of gold in aboundante fri the French, 
would not graunt it. But ſayd, if the Conſull were content if ſhold 
be ſo, And the Conſull being demanded if he wold accept it, reſerd 
it vnto the pleaſure of the King, who diſmiſſed the Conſull fo2 that 
night. That ſame night, as it was by the Cngliſh-turke vnto mee 
repozted, the Conſul boꝛrowed of the Merchants in p Citty, 1300. 
crounes, to make vp a ſumme pꝛomiſed the king to wozke ſome 
reuenge on the Generall, and by day light in the moꝛning the fame 
was bꝛought into the Kings houſe. This bꝛaule highly contented 
the Ring, who had the Conſull as it were in a pꝛeſſe, ill wꝛying 
moꝛe copne from him. About eygbt of the clocke that moꝛning, the 
King ſent foz the Generall, commaunding him to bzing thoſe men 
with him which began the fray, which he did, who befoze p French 
mans face rehearſed his ſpecches, which he conlde not deme. Pet 
to ſhew how welcome the late receiued gold was, contrary to all 
right, and to pleaſe him that had ſo well payd foz it, hee cauſed our 
men (accoꝛding to the manner of the Country) to haue the Walli⸗ 
nadoes. The Generall he committed with his kinſman Captaine 
Lowe, as pꝛyſoners to the Almaines chamber, where he remained 
almoſt two dapes, hardly thzeatned by the King to loſe his hande, 
except he would agree to become friends with the Conſul, who car- 
neſtlp ſucd to the king to bzing it to paſſe. But the General dzꝛea⸗ 
ding nought his thꝛeates, would not as he affirmed, put vp ſo vile 
an abuſe without reuenge on him, that would iuſtie the dwings ol 
ſo baſe an abiect in ſo diſhonozable an action. But his companie 
which dꝛeaded his good, came vnto him, and on their knees bes 
ſought him to tender both his owne eſtate and theirs, conſidering 
that on his welfare depended all their goods, and bp his decay, all 
our vndoings was like to enſue, Pet all their perſwaſions might 
nothing pꝛeuaile with him, vntill Ma. Benedick Winter (whom 
he tenderly loued and could deny no reaſonable requi ſt,) with ſuch 
earneſt entreaties beſought him, euer vnto him alledging theyz 
tyzannꝑ, and what ſhould betide them, ifany euill ſhoulde befall 
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him, that in the end, after his many denials, with teares ſfanding 
in both their eyes, embꝛacing one the other, he peelded vato hym, 
and ſo to the King, who ſent foz the Conſull, and made the friends. 
Pet would he not foz any entreaty ofthe Conſull, diſcharge hym, 
vntill hee had payde a thouſande Dubles fo2 the blow giuen in his 
pꝛeſence. Thys matter ended, the next mozning the Conſull ſent 
him the thouſand Dubles he denied his hand foz, wheras he might 
foz payment of thꝛee hundzed haue been diſcharged: and cuer after 
ſhewed fo the Generall and his company, wonderfull great kind- 
nes and pleaſure in all his buſines. A vnity made on all ſides, the 
Generall haſtened what he could to be cleere from thence. And af- 
ter many troubles, the firſt of Febzuary we departed the roade, to⸗ 
wards the bottome of the Straights, toſecke our better foztunes, 
And the ſecond of the (ame was heaued oner-bozde lohn Greene, 
one of thoſe that had the Baſtinadoes as pou haue heard, Med⸗ 
neſday the vij. of this Month, the winde fauouring vs, we arriued 
at the Jles of Aueres, where we anckozed that night, 4 the next 
day about noone, as we wayed, the Boy from the top diſcried a 
ſaple, which we gaue chace vnto and tooke, beeing a ſmall Sattia, 
laden with Tuny and Sardinos foz the Duke of Sauop, & came 
from Laguſt, and was bound fo2 Leage-horne. | 

The 13. ofthys Ponth, we gaue chace to a mighty Gallion, of 
burden twelue hundꝛed funnes; hauing 56. peeces of Bꝛaſſe, and 
ſixe hundzed paſſengers and Saplers, whom we chaced all that day 
and night, and the next mozning came vp with her, and without 
ſtap pꝛeſentiꝑ bozded her, letting fall our Grabill into her, which 
beeing faſtned with a ha weer of foure inches, both hauer g chapne 
in ſhering of the Shyps bꝛake, and ſo fell off to our great grecfe. 
Betweene vs began a molt mozfail fight, they anoping vs with 
their ſtones krom their tops and ſhyp, that hurt vs manp men. In 
which vuhappy fight, after wee had continued fire houres. an vn⸗ 
luckie ſhoote hurt Captaine Winter, & another Gentleman Mai⸗ 
ſter Slade, and one of our Maiſters Bates , who dyed pꝛeſentlp. 
The other being ſhot in the thighes, liued one of them foure dayes, 
the other eyght, 

Twelue moze at that time were wounded, wherof foure moze 
died afterward of the hurts which they receiued, They on ß other 
ſide were ſo galled by vs, as one of their guidals was filled wyth 
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dead men, which wee had flaine.. Pur Generall in thys fight had 
the pomell of his dagger ſhotte from his backe , and had no other 
harme: the memozy of which encounter remaineth in the ſides of 
our ſhyp to be ſeene, alſo in our maine Paſt a chapne, and foure 
other peeces of pꝛon, beſides many other ſhootes which did vs lyf- 
tle danger, yet eſcaped ſhe away, and made what haſt ſhee conlde 
into Palermo, where thee was bound to lade Coꝛne fo2 the Pope, 
haning in her eyght Barrels of Coyne, as wee hearde of a Per⸗ 
chant of Marcellus, who being in an Engliſh Shyp which hee had 
ht, came from the bottome of the Sfraights, and being faken 
with Weſterly windes,put into that harbourgh, where they ſawe 
the men buried, and the ſhoots which ſhe receiued: and to our Ge⸗ 
nerall affirmed, that if ſhe had not retouered the place in time, ſhee 
muſt necdes haue ſuncke in the Seas. Thys Shyp being p Popcs, 
was with pꝛoceſſions welcommed, wherein wee and our company 
were curſed with bell, booke and candle, 

The ſecond day after this fight, a greenous ſfo2me oppꝛeſſed vs, 
in which we lolt both our Pinelſes and our p2yze : our Pineſſes we 
neuer ſawe after, but returning from Sicelia, found the Sattia dzi- 
uing in the Seas, vnladen and vnrigged. After great turmople at 
Sea, with extreame foule weather, the 23. of Febzuary, wee arri⸗ 
ued in a roade in Sicelya, where we rid 4. dapes repay2ing our de⸗ 
cayed ſaples, ropes, and other neceſſaries, and the fift dap in the 
mozning beeing Sonday, hauing the winde weſterly, the Genes 
rall deſirous to ſe what foꝛtune God would ſend, wayed, with de⸗ 
termination to ſearch the harbourghs ofthe Jle , and finding any 
thing, to aduenture the bzinging it away, Uith this reſolution 
paſſing by the Towne of Socco, as wee were at ſeruice, a bop from 
the top deſcricd a ſaple, to the Meſtward ſtanding as wee dyd, 
with whom we bare all we could being talme: pet about foure of 
the clocke in the afternoone came vp with her. and hapled her, bee⸗ 
ing a Fleming, willing her to come abozd. But they ſtanding on 
thepꝛ tearmes with vs, refuſed to come, and ſhofte at vs ſuch Oꝛ⸗ 
dinaunce as they had, amongſt which was one murtherer, laden 
with gads of ſteele, which hurte the Generals bop and to men. At 
which diſcurteſie of theirs, the Generall diſconfcut,made our Gun⸗ 
ner tobeſtow a ſhot on him, and ſo moze.cnfo:cing them to come a 
bozd, way whome wee ſounde a * foz Genoway, oz Lisboine, 
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the ſhyp was laden with Cozne, Lead, Glaſſes, and victuals of dis 
uers ſoꝛts. But bylles cf lading could wee haue none, no2 come to 
the ſight of any. Wherevpon the Generall examining the compa⸗ 
nie, certaine of them conſeiled, that the goods were belonging to 
Merchants of Anewerpe, and bound fo2 Malta, all Bzethercn the 
owners, and that they were there refident thepz wines and chyl⸗ 
dꝛen. T hereupon the Generall carried her foz Tellone, making 

213e of her. Where befoze the Gouernour and others in authozi⸗ 
tie thep confeſſed the ſame: neyther was there any likelp to the con⸗ 
trarie, otherwiſe, they woulde not haue made away their Letters 
and bylles of lading as thep did. 

A matter much to be lamented it is, to ſce that Nation ſo fauou⸗ 
red of vs, which onely with their ſhowes of loue to our Country, 
abuſe by their alluring ſpeeches the Vono;zabie in authozity , pꝛo⸗ 
curing Paſſes fo2 places where they haue na intent to come, there- 
by ſeeking to ferde and furniſh our enemies with our neceſſaries. 
Thel things are too well knowne to pooze men, that trauaple the 
ſeas, and daily ſec their doings: which if they ſhould be pꝛohibited 
of but one whole peere, it would pꝛoue ſuch a plague vnto the ene⸗ 
mie, that ſeauen peeres dearth in England, could not make grca- 


ter want. But to our matter, after our buſincſle in Tellone diſs 


patched, our Generall taking care ſoz thoſe men which hee had left 
in Argere, [cft the company of foure good Shyps, to goe foz that 
place: contrary to the wills and mindes ofthe company, who wea⸗ 
ried with the many abuſes offred vs befo2e, coulde not be perſwa⸗ 
ded of any better, and therefoze became ſuters to the Gcnerall, to 
let them remaine there vntiil he might ſend ſome foz them, wheres 
vnto no entceaty might dzaw him. 

Pet at the lalt (thzough great intreaty) wee obtapned of bym 
thys graunt, not to goe in with the ſhyppe, but to ſend fo2 his men, 
which he perfozmed: foz comming within the Land, bee anckozed 
at Moncetoyze, and ſent his kinſman Captaine Lowe, with hys 
Mariners aſhoze, who were foure dayes held of with cauilations, 
and could not end them. The King craucd to haue the Ship come 
in. But as it pleaſed God to wozke foꝛ vs at that time, the Gene⸗ 
rail was ſo extreame ſicke, that fewe expeded his life, whom the 
Turks which came aboꝛde had almoſt wonne to they2 deſires,but 
the companꝑ would not agree. 

The 
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The next day following, a great and greeuous ſtoꝛme beganne 
to riſe, with a very ftrong and boiſterdus gale of winde in the 
Moꝛth⸗eaſt, which we were not ade to endure, ryding as we dyd 
Thys ſtoꝛme increaſing, the companꝝ came to the Generall, and 
required to knowe hys pleaſure and what hee determined to doe: 
alleaging the great pertill and daunger that was likely to fallo we 
ik wee tobke not ſome ſuddaine courſe.” M heim he ammſwerrd that 
they ſhould fozthwith put into the harbourgh, ik there were nv'is/ 
ther remedy, Thys aunſwere greeued dur men; which were vn 
wiking to be d;zawne thereto : therefoze they aduiſed him the beit 
they could, both foꝛ his owne and they: ſafety, All which anayled 
not, but in hee would, oz ride it out, putting all in hazard. Uhich 
our men ſeeing that no intreaty q; perf waſion might pꝛeuaple, 
put Cable in the houſe and ſet ſayle, But when it was almoſt too 
late, (fo2 ſo narrowlie were wee dꝛyuen, as if GO D of his mer⸗ 
tie had not helped vs, wee had beene on the Lee ſhoze,) then wee 
repented vs, and very hardly doubled we the popnt. At this doo- 
ings, the Generall what with freating and tabing colde, brought 
him ſelfe very lowe and weake , dooing what hee coulde to with⸗ 
ffand them, but all in vaine. 

Foure dapes this ſtoꝛme endured, in which time wee were as 
hie as Cape de gat, where ſome tenne dapes we lay becalmed. By 
thys time had our Generall recouered ſome ſtrength, and beeing 
abo2de, had ſo wzought and perſwaded with the company, that if 
the Minde had not come fapꝛe to put vs out, wee had once again 
gone ſoꝛ cur men. But God woꝛking fo2 vs better then wee anie 
wap deſerued ſent vs a gale of winde that brought vs thwart to 
Ieboraltar, at fire of the ciocke at night, where wee lap becalmed 
vntilt two in the moꝛning euer cracdaing the comming of the Gal- 
lies, at which tyme it pleaſed GD D to ſend vs ſuch a pꝛolperous 
gale as bꝛought vs cleere awap. 

The nert day after our comming out, wee had ſight ofthe Lon⸗ 
don Fleete bounde in, which was the cygbt of ay, Whereok the 
Hercules, and one other Shpppe vnder the charge of Mailer 
Spencer of Saint Katiiarines, came ronud with vs: by whom, foz 
that he was bounde fo2 Argere, the Oencrall wzote Letters fo 
his men, taking 02der wity hint 302 their paſſage,

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- Thus 1 thee with our frou- 
bins from time to time, fince our departure out of England, other 
euents which haue happened ſince our coming out of the kraights, 
I omit, onely this one thing remembzed. It was our chaunce to 
meete two Flemings laden with Timber, of fire hundꝛed tunnes 
the peete: the Maiſter of which enfozmed our Generall of a ſhyp, 
bounde faz Lysborne, laden at Hamborough, with Pouder and D2s 
binaunce, ſo that at my comming away, there was nothing moze 
deſired of our Captaine then to intercept her. Which God grant 
hee may doe. 
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
